And  if  in  addition 
to  these  circumstances,  we  call  to  mind  the  special 
obstacles  which  prevented  the  return  of  Mr.  Hill 
from  Smyrna,  after  he  had  received  a  portion  of  the 
expected  funds,  it  will  be  still  more  app-arent  that  the 
difficulties  of  the  Mission  were  accidental,  and  that 
such  are  not  again  to  be  anticipated.  The  letter  of 
Mrs.  Hill  which  we  publish  to  day,  brings  intelli¬ 
gence  of  a  pleasing  change  effected  by  his  return,  and 
we  hope  that  the  next  letters  will  be  of  a  still  more 
gratifying  tenor. 

In  order,  however,  to  give  validity  to  these  expla¬ 
nations,  it  must  appear  that  sufficient  funds  have  ac¬ 
tually  been  remitted  to  Greece  for  the  support  of  tlie 
Mission.  The  sum  estimated  as  sufficient  for  this  pur¬ 
pose  by  Mr.  Robertson  in  a  recent  letter,  is  between 
$4000  and  $5000  per  annum.  The  Missionaries  took 
out  with  them  their  first  year’s  salaries  in  advance. 

’fhe  following  extract  from  our  Missionary  Periodical 
will  show  what  has  been  done  towards  the  supply  fur 
the  expenses  of  the  second  year. 

“Between  the  14th  of  Septcmlirr,  18JI,  and  the 
29th  of  March,  1832,  there  was  forwarded  to  them 
[the  MissionaricsJ  four  tbouvancl  two  hundred  and 
twenty-five  dollars,  which  sum,  if  received  with  the 
regularity  calculated  on  by  the  Executive  Committee, 
would,  it  is  believed,  be  commensurate  with  the  c-X- 
peiises  of  the  Mission. 

“On  the  5th  of  June,  of  the  current  year,  a  <lrafl 
for  five  hundred  dollars,  in  favour  of  our  Missionaries, 
was  accepted  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  .Society,  and  on 
Hie  6tii  of  the  present  inoiitli,  another  of  tlie  same 
amount  was  presented,  and  duly  liunoured.” 

These  remittances  and  draft.s,  taken  from  the  trea¬ 
sury  of  the  Society  for  tlie  use  of  the  Mission  in  less 
than  ten  months,  amount  to  $5225.  Of  thi.s,  we  un¬ 
derstand,  $1000  was  remitted  in  February  and  the 
same  sum  in  March,  on  the  receipt  of  which  the  .Mis¬ 
sionaries  must  have  been  entirely  relieved  from  their 
difficulties.
